An anonymous letter, whatever 
its merit, loses half its value. Just as actions in most cases 
derive their importance from the position and character of 
those that perform them, so do sentiments carry or lose 
weight, according to the opinion entertained of the person 
who expressed them. It, moreover, looks like a want of 
moral courage when a writer: refuses to attach his signa- 

ture to the excellent ideas which he had the good sense to 
utter. 

You have, no doubt, read in the daily papers the decla- 
ration of the English and Scotch Roman Catholics in fa- 
vour of the reigning Pope. What do you think of the 
following passage occurring in the document :—‘‘ We de- 
clare, that on the evidence of facts, and on the testimony 
of all competent and impartial witnesses, we believe that, 
among living sovéreigns, there is none who bas deserved 
nore than the Holy Father the character of a benignant, 
nlightened, and paternal ruler, and that his benevolent 
ndeayours and intentions to promote improvements in the 
idministration of his states have been, and are, impeded, 
by the conduct of those very persons, both within and 
Without his dominions, who attempt to justify the present. 
rebellion by the allegation of misgovernment.” 

These good people could never have read in your ¢co- 
lumns the various accounts of the position of the Jews in 
the Roman States. 1 will not speak of the Mortara affair. 
For this cruelty the canonical law may, perhaps, be more 
responsible than the Pope himself. But if he be really 
such a benevolent and enlightened ruler as his English 
partisans represent him why does he not at once free his 
Jewish subjects from all those special imposts, disabilities, 
aud annoyances not prescribed by che canonical law, and 
which he, therefore, could remove atco.ice?

€xamination has brought to light atrocities committed 
the execution protracted over six hours, with a reci-

THE MORTARA ABDUCTION, 
The “ Morning Advertiser” of the 18th inst copied 
from the ‘‘Courrier de Moselle’? a number of docu- 
ments: showing that secret baptisms, and ‘still more 
forcible abductions of Jewish children were condemned 
by Roman Catholic governments and even by one pope. 
We do not copy the ordinances of the French and 
Venetian governments as they are not to the point, 
not having emanated from ecclesiastical authorities, 
but we cite a papal ordinance, the original of which in 
Latin we have seen and the genuineness of which cannot 
be doubted. 
The ‘ Courrier de Moselle’’ concludes by giving an 
edict of the Holy Office, dated March 20, 1776. . This 
is the most decisive of the whole :— 
“We, Brother J. B. Mabil, Doctor of Theology, of 
the order of Franciscan Preachers, Inquisitor-General in 
Avignon, and throughout the district of the Venaissia, 
‘In execution of the orders of our Holy Father Pope 
Pius VI., now happily reigning, and in the name of 
the Holy Congregation of the Holy Office of Rome, ad 
dressed to us by the letter of his Eminence my Lord 
Cardinal Torregiani, dated Rome the 16th of this present 
month of March, we order that, by public proclamation 
and by sound of trumpet, and by posted bills of these. 
present ordinances, in all the usual places of this city of 
Avignon, and also at the squares and gates of Carpen- 
tras, Cavaillon, and Lis, express inhibition and inter- 
diction is announced to all the inhabitants of this city, 
and of the above-named towns and villages, as well 
Christians as Jews, not to baptise Jewish children, nor 
to ridicule or threaten to baptise them, nor to threaten 
to report them as having een baptised; and beyond 


person, of whatsoever estate and quality, from carrying 
off from their parents Jewish chrildren, under pretext of 


baptism, oron the declaration of any one that they have 


been baptised, or under pretext of causing them to be 
instructed in the Catholic faith, under pain of corporal

THE AMERICAN BOARD OF DELEGATEs. 

We are happy to be able to announce that the Ameri- 
can Board of Delegates has become a reality. Some 25 
congregations sent their delegates, two from each, who 
met on the 27th ult. We abridge the account of the 
proceedings from the ‘‘ Jewish Messenger.” 

A movement of the most vital importance to Israel 
has been inaugurated. An institution has been organ- 
ized capable of effecting incalculable good. The Board 
of Delegates of American Israelites has been established. 
The initiatory steps have been taken for the promotion 
of harmony and union in the Hebrew community of the 
United States. 

Tt affords us no little gratification to record the 
realization of that which we have urged so repeatedly 
and so strenuously. We feel a degree of pardonable 
pride in the reflection that to the efforts and influence of 
the “ Jewish Messenger” is to be attributed much of 
the success which has happily crowned the movement. 
The fact that Israel in America is at length united, is 
one which should occasion the greatest rejoicing among 
those who seek the good of the nation. <—— 

On the 16th of June, a convention of delegates ap- 
pointed by the Trustees of ten congregations of the 
City of New York, in accordance with such invitation, 
was held at Mozart Hall, and a committee was then and 
there appointed to draft a plan for the organization of a 
Board of Representatives, which plan they submitted at 
a meeting held October 9th. It was then resolved that 
copies should be sent to the officers of all the Hebrew 
Congregations in the United States, in order to secure 
general co-operation in a work of so much good and 


Responses were received from twenty-five Congrega- 
tions, appointing delegates, and from ten or twelve 


| more highly approving the measure, and announcing 


their intention to co-operate with their co-religionists as 
soon as practicable. According to annouhéement, the 
first meeting of the Board of Representatives or rather 
‘* Board of Delegates of American Israelites,” as we 
must now style the organization, took place at the 
Cooper Institute on Sunday last, November 27th, or the 
first day of Kislev, 5620. 7 

. It was a meeting which occasioned us the greatest 
pleasure ‘and happiness. ‘There were present delegates 
from some twenty-five Congregations located in various 
sections of the Union, together with a number of gentle- 
men who were there merely as spectators. The deepest 
interest in the movement was expressed and felt by all, 
and that the proceedings were so harmoniously conduct- 
ed and resulted in so much good, was a source of uni- 
versal satisfaction. 

Oar cotemporary . after reporting the discussions on 
the preliminary steps to be taken and the measures 
adopted, continues:— | 

The BusinesssCommittee presented as their report a 
Constitution forfthe wovernment of the Board. On mo- 
tion, it was read section by section, and (with the excep- 
tion of the last provision relative to amendments, &c.,) 
was unanimously adopted, The propriety of that clause 
was debated, and a moffon to Jay the same on the table 
was carried. 

It was then moved, seconded, and carried unabimously, 
that the Constitution as thus adopted, be the guide of 
the Board until the first of October next, 

A majority and a minority report were then submitted 
by the Committee, the substance of each being on the 
proper sphere of action of the Board. | 
It was moved, seconded and carried unanimously, 
that both be received, and the majority report was sub- 
sequently adopted, while the minority report (signed by 
Rev. Mr. Leeser) was laid on the table till the next ses- 
sion. The point at issue between the reports was the 
propriety of establishing an Ecclesiastical Board, which 
was strenuously advocated by Mr. Leeser and opposed 
by several delegates. A clause in the majority report, 
speaking of things ‘ political” was also struck out by 
consent of the Committee, so the objects determined on, 
at Jeast for the time being, are : to gain statistical infor- 
mation, to promote education and literature, to further 
the cause of charity, to watch over occurrences at home 
and abroad relating to Israelites, and to establish a 


this has made inhibition and interdiction that every }“‘ Court of Arbitration” for the settlement of disputes 


between Congregations, &c., without recourse to litiga- 
tion. 

Of the officers elected we only mention the president 
andthe secretary, both residing at New York. The 
name of the former is Mr. Henry J. Hart, and of the 
latter Mr. Myer S. Isaaes, the talented son of the Rev. 
Mr. Isaacs. 

On motion, power was given to the Executive Com- 
mittee to fill all vacancies that may occur until the next 
election. 

After adopting motions to solicit eacli Congregation 
represented to contribute towards paying the expenses, 
and to publish the proceedings both in German and 


those gentlemen who originated the preliminary pro- 
ceedings that led to the assembling of the Board, and to 
the officers of this meeting. The President then deliver- 


| ed an eloquent address, accepting the office, and the con- 


vention adjourned to meet again, and it is to be hoped 
in largely increased numbers, onthe 2nd Monday of 
August, at 3 o'clock p.m, At a subsequent meeting 
of the Executive Committee, Mr. Myer S. Isaacs was 
unanimously chosen Secretary until the next election. — 

The first session of the “ Board of Delegates of 
American Israelites” has accordingly closed with the 
most gratifying results. May it in fature be productive 
of much good to Israel is our fervent aspiration !

of injustice, nay, should order that an infant should be 
taken by force from its Jewish mother, when its Christian 
father not only did not claim his right of paternity, but 
avowedly repudiated it by word and deed, is a proceeding 
for which we were not prepared. It amounts in practice 
toapremium held out to the basest conduct, and one of 
the foulest crimes. An unprincipled voluptuary has only 
to be a Christian, and he may then with impunity trifle 
with the most sacred affections of the human heart, may 
promise and vow, provided he chooses Jiis victim among the 
Jewish subjects of his Prussian Majesty. He has only 
when he has broken the heart and ruined the virtue of a 
co-religionist in any of the dominions of the Prince Regent, 
to add to his vileness the crime of desertion, and the law 
interferes in his favour, protecting him from all pecuniary 
claims by taking charge of his offspring. Happy Prussia, 
that enjoys the advantage of a truly Christian legislature, 
which in its solicitude for the Christian population treats 
with so much tenderness the conscientious scruples of a 
Christian victimiser, as charitably to suppose that although 
he believes himself justified in repudiating his own child, 
his parental feelings are yet more acute, and deserve more 
consideration than those of his Jewish victim, who was not 
base enough to add to her weakness the crime of repudi- 
ating the duties of a mother. 

But although the attempt made at’ Mysloviez by the 
myrmidoms of the law. to snatch an infant from its mother, 
an thus to rend asunder one of the strongest and most 
sacred ties of the human species, and the scene which ensued 
when the despairing woman, chased like a wild beast by 
the police, plunged with her child into the river, are a 
disgrace to the Prussian legislature, and a blot on the much 
boasted Teutonic civilisation, we are yet not disposed to 
place this act of violence on a par with the Mortara abduce- 
tion. evolting to the feelings as are the proceedings at 
Mysloviez, we can yet ‘perceive a broad line of distinction 
between them and those which took place at Bologna, In 
the Papal states the crime was committed in the name and 
at the bidding of religion. The defenders of the atrocity 
do not hesitate to declare that it is the Gospel which com- 


| manded it. In Prussia it is not asserted that the law which 


enjoined the attempted abduction emanated from God 
Himself. 
of the Prussian legislators, we have yet to learn that they 
lay claim to Divine inspiration. _At Rome the crime was 
committed under the auspices of one who represents an 
At Berlin the fountain-head of the law 
is a mighty prince, but who neither imposes upon his sub- 
ject the dogma nor believes himself that he is incapable of 
committing an error of judgment. At Rome the canonical 
law, which under certain circumstances enjoins the abduc- 
tion of children from their Jewish parents, is. believed to 
be immutable ; but at Berlin the statute sanctioning the 
proceedings which took place in the Polish frontier town, 
like every human enactment, is held to be alterable. It 
is only the head of an infallible church and the adminis- 
trators of the canonical law that, when applied to restore 
the kidnapped child, could exclaim “ non possumus.”

We should therefore not ha®e commented upon it did it 
not, as a well-defined symptom of a deeply-seated disease, 
ufford us an opportunity for tracing its cause, laying bare 
the evil in its full extent, and pointing out the remedy. 
The extraordinary phenomenon perceived both in Pyo- 
testant as well as in Catholic countries, which, however 
much they may differ in their views and sentiments, yet 
agree in regarding their Jewish inhabitants with a kind of 
step-motherly fecling, must have struck every student of 
history. The rigour of the law towards them differs only 
in degree. Even in France, with its Code Napoleon, a 
Jewish professor of history in a college in which only the 
study of secular knowledge is pursued, had, by the oppo- | 
sition of a bishop on purely religious grounds, to resign his 
office. And even in those countries in which the constitu- 
tion altogether excludes religion from the sphere of the 
legislature the popular mind, nevertheless, but too often 
drags it within the domain of the law.

There are about 70 seatholders, the rates being from £2 
to £4 per annum, and 30 ladies, occupying seats at 
10s. 6d. to 21s. It has previously been a matter of con- 
sideration whether our Divine edifice was not almost too 
spacious, but every six months it becomes more apparent to 
its members that a more commodious building is much 
needed—a circumstance which must tend to show]that we 
are progressing favourably. The number of marriages and 
births during the last two years has increased at the ave- 
rage of about 200 per cent. over that of preceding years. 
As regards our civil and religious liberty, it is gratitying to 
find that we keep pace with our brethren in the old coun- 
country. We have a Jewish M.P., and an Alderman, a 
gentleman who has occupied the Mayor's chair three con- 
secutive years, or otherwise the Whittington of South 
Australia, a President of the Chamber of Commerce, and 
others holding influential positions in that Board; and 
further, our Jewish merchants are second to none in the 
colony. 

In the month of Elul we held our usual annual meeting 
for the election of officers, &ec., for the year ; which, while 
it showed our financial position to be satisfactory, it was 
pleasing to see that our more wealthy members were, as 
usual, not backward in their desire to take the reins of 
office, and thus be the means of promulgating the interest of 
our community. Barnett Nathan, Esq.; who recently came 
to the colony, has succeeded Isaac 5S. Henry, Esq., in the 
presidential chair ; and Dr. G. Leon has been elected Trea- 
surer. I must here inform you that the elections for the 
, Legislative Council and House of Assembly will take: place 
in January or February next, when it is confidently expec- 
ted that our respected citizen, Judah Moss Solomon, Esq., 
will be re-elected for one of the Houses. Jolin Lazar, 
Esq., our late Mayor, is spoken of as being solicited to 
stand the contest of an election, but I am inclined to think 
thar he will not come forward, considering his other en- 
gagements. It is somewhat remarkable that in the same 
year that Alderman Salomons filled the honourable post of 
Lord Mayor of the City of London that one of our brethren

Sin—The question whether the Board of Deputies will 


address the Congress is now no longer a debateable point. 


It seems to be the settled opinion of so many intelligent minds 
in the community (vide the “ Gossip,” “A Bristol Jew,” and 
others in your impression of to day) that it is the duty of the 
Board to accede to the prayer of the petition, now in the course 
of circulation. The Board should feel proud of the honourable 
position it has attained in the community which recognises it as 
the communal institution, and shows that recognition by the 
constitutional form of petition it has addressed to them; I believe 
itis the first appeal of the kind emanating from English Jews and 
made to this body. The Board, doubtless, will not disappoint 
the petitioners in the expectation they form of its patriotism, 
energy ‘and usefulness. The real question therefore that now 
remains is, what kind of doccument the Board will address to 


Congress. We have lately seen in the “ Humble Address of 


Menasseh Ben Isracl”—that startling sensible. and cogent 
address—the character of document that should be prepared.

THE MORNING ADVERTISER ON THE 
INQUISITION. 


The‘‘ Morning Advertiser” in commenting on the sup- 
pression of the inquisition at Bologna made the follow- 
ing remarks:—This inqiuitous Court was instituted in 
the year 1203 by Pope Innocent III., and a few years 
afterwards Gregory IX. extended its powers, and placed 
it under the control of the bishops. Shortly after this, 
however, that amiable pontiff, thinking the bishops too 
merciful in the exercise of their inquisitorial functions, 
committed the operations of the tribunal to the cruel 
hands of the Dominican friars. The thing gradually 
grew in merciless severity, the clerical butchers setting 
themselves to discover new modes of torture for their 
hapless victims, while terror and consternation spread 
throughout Europe on the intelligence of this awful 
institution, respecting which Pope Paul III. declared 
that it was “the only means of destroying heresy, and 
the only fort of the Apostolic See.’ Crimes against 
morality or humanity were light and trifling, but to 
differ in opinion from a priest, to doubt tke infallibility 
of the Pope, to express a desire for the reformation of 
glaring abuses, or to insinuate aught against the perfec- 
tion of the Church, was an iniquity to be visited with 
the dire penalties of the Inquisition. Innocent III., 
exhorting his servants to destroy the Waldenses, said, 


“We exhort you to destroy the wicked heresy of the 


Albigenses, and to do this with more severity than you 
would towards the Saracens themselves, Persecute 
them with a strong hand; deprive them of houses and 
lands, and put true Roman Cathoiics in their places ;” 
and to give the sanction of religion to this ferocious 
command, he assured the persecutors that their conduct 
would be highly pleasing to God, and that, as the re- 
ward of their obedience, their sins should all be forgiven. 
Pius V., writing to the King of France in 1509, coun- 
selled him to destroy all the enemies of the Church, to 
tear them up by the roots, and not to allow the smallest 
fibre of aroot to remain.- To the infamous Catherine 
de Medici he wrote, “ Pursue the enemies of the Ca- 
tholic religion until they shall be all masacred, for it is 
only by the entire destruction of the heretics that the 
Catholic worship can be restored.’ All this time the 
inquisitors were busy with their deadly work, and deeds 
were done on the persons of men, women, and children, 
at the bare recital of which humanity instinctively re- 
coils. This is not the place to enter into the harrowing 
details ; but a few general facts will convince the reader 
that the blood of millions cries for vengeance upon the 
Romish Inquisition. Its victims were gerterally seized 
at dead of night, and hurried to the loathsome dungeons 
with the greatest secresy, and without being informed 
why they were arrested, while their friends were often 
denied the melancholy satisfaction of seeing them. Car- 
dinal Ximenes was Inquisitor-General for eleven years, 
during which time 55,000 persons received his sentence 
of condemnation, of whom about 3,600 were burned to 
death ; yet this very man was extremely simple in his 
habits, and spent a large portion of his enormous income 
in works of charity and in the promotion of learning ; 
and his great work, the Complutensian Polyglot, is the 
type and fore-runner of all subsequent ones. 

During the sixteen years Torquemada filled the office 
more than 10,000 persons were burned alive, and more 
then 97,000 were sentenced to lose their property or 
perish in the dungeons of the Inquisition. Llorente 
says that the victims of the Inquisition in Spain from 
1481 to 1808, that is, three centuries and a-quarter, 
were more than 341,000, or about an average of 1,040 


persons every year of that very long period, of whom 


not less than 3U,Q00 were burat to death. And the 
thing has come down to our day. There are men in 
this city who can give you some idea of the Inquisition 
from painful experience. We all remember some of its 
doings against the patriots of 1848, after Louis N apo-

TREATMENT OF THE RABBINICAL LITE- 
RATURE BY THE INQUISITION. 


The Rev. A. L. Green has treated the public through 


several numbers of our journal to a most interesting. 


account of the rabbinical works in the British Museum, 
paying a well-deserved tribute to the zeal, knowledge, 
and higher aspirations which created the Hebrew litera- 
ture. Asa fit sequel to it, and by way of supplement, 
we will now add an account, in which we show the diffi- 
culties and even perils under which the rabbis, during 
the middle ages, cultivated, and the mass fostered their 
literature. It we Jews are, at this moment, not destitute 
of every vestige of national literature, if in mental 
culture we do not rank on a level with the Hottentots 
or Zulu Kaffirs, no thanks are due to these priestly per- 
secutors, who strove as much to debase the Jewish mind 
as they had enslaved their bodies. 

We translate the following from the March and April 
number (1859) of the Analecta Juris Pontifici, published 
in Rome Itis a copy of a letter addressed in 162% 
by the Cardinal of Cremone to Cardinal Palatta, then at 
Vienna :— | 

Our Holy Father, the Pope, as well as their Emi- 
nences the Cardinals, my colleagues, have examined in 
congregation of the Holy Office all that your Eminence 
has stated in reference to the liberty and the power which 
the Jews of these countries have to make use of their 
impious books, and particularly the Talmud, which is 
read publicly in their synagogues,-and which serves to 
instruct their rabbis. As this matter is exceedingly 
grave on account of the manifest risk of corruption 
which the purity of the Christian religion runs, it has 
been deemed expedient to communicate to your Emi- 
nence what, after a careful inquiry, has been judged 
necessary in order to obviate so great an evil, and to 
convince of the seasonableness of the remedy all those 
who, by chance not being acquainted with the injury 
which could ensue therefrom, and at the importunate 
solicitations of the Jews, might take the defence of these 
books. But this communication has by no means for its 
object to rekindle the zeal of his imperial majesty who 
draws from his: own piety and knowledge powerful mo- 
tives for protecting his dominions from so pestilential a 
contagion. For this reason since his majesty under- 
stands, as your Eminence states, that the bull of Cle- 
men VIII, of blessed memory, should be obeyed, in 
regard to the prohibited books, it will be necessary, in 
the first place, to attend with great solicitude to the 
destruction of the Talmud, which consists of a large 
number of volumes, there having been a large number 
of rabbis engaged in its composition. It is true, at least 
some think so, that among-the first authors of the Tal- 
mud there were certain who put on record good doctrines 
and conformable to the mysteries of our holy Christian 
religion. Nevertheless those who wrote after them 
corrapted it, and the writers who afterwards succeeded 
each other have so violated and spoiled everything, that 
each of the volumes not only contains outrageous and ex- 
ecrable blasphemies against Jesus Christ, our Saviour, 
fables and falsehoods which corrupt the true sense of 
Scripture, but also precepts and commandments con- 
trary to the very law of Moses, to all rights of man, and 
to all natural laws which the Jews are bound to observe. 
Itis for this reason that a large number of sovereign 
pontiffs forbade all Jews the reading and use of such 
particular doctrines, the same was also done by a goodly 
number of Christian princes'in their own dominions, by 
carrying out the orders of the popes, who enjoined, 
moreover, that all Talmudical books should be collected 
in all parts of Christendom and thrown into the fire, as 
was prescribed by Gregory IX. in 1230, Innocent LV. 
in 1234, Clement IV., Honorius IV., and John XXII. 
But in the sequel this detestable work having been re- 
suscitated, thanks to the printing press, and spread over 
the whole world in almost infinite numbers, Pope Ju- 
lus III. was pleased to command that all persons should 
be searched who possessed and read that book. He, more- 
over, prescribed in 1553, that in all cities of Italy all 
books of this kind should be burned precisely on the 
days on which the Jews celebrated their Feast of Taber- 
nacles, which was also done. Paul LV. having taken 
the opinion of the supreme tribunal of the holy inquisi- 
tion did the same thing, and declared that such volumes 
should be considered, without any other decision, as 
comprised among the books condemned by the Catho- 
lic Church. And as it was said that at Cremona the 
Jews possessed a considerable library, in which there 
were numerous ‘J’almudic volumes, this holy tribunal 
gave orders to examine it, and the volumes in question, 
1,200 in number, were thrown into the flames. 1.000 
were burnt at Recanati, together with the commentary 
of one Manshen on the Pentateuch, all full of Talmudic 
impieties. Gregory XIII., in his turn, ordered that the 
inquisitors should proceed against the Jews who pos- 
sessed these volumes ; but the head of this hydra conti- 
nued to grow again, in proportion as it was crushed. 
Clement VIII., with considerable severity, applied not 
without good fruit a remedy to so great a disorder, by 
forbidding the reading and the keeping of such books, 
and not even permitting them to be expurgated, but 
ntenes them, in the most absolute manner, to be 

urnt, 
served all its vigour, also been complied with in other 
countries this pernicious race would not have had an 
opportunity afforded for conspiring, as it has done, 
for the ruin of the Christian religion and the corroption 
of good morals. 

As for the secular princes the pious vigour of Ferdi- 
nand and Isabella against the Jews and their Talmudical 


books is known. Before them the same was done by 


Had this regulation which, in Italy has pre- 


Henry, another King of Spain ; also by Charles V, who 
when still very young, refused, with a generous piety, 
the large offer of gold made by the Jews of Spain. 


In 1555 an incalculable number of these volumes 
were burnt in the Venetian States, by order of Benedict, 
Valerio, Mare, Centano, and Francis Lungo, senators 
and judges of the tribunal of blasphemies. 

In 1250 the chancellor of Paris and the doctors of 
theology had burnt in a public place as many of these 
volames as by order of Gregory IX. and by favoor and 
help of the king the most minute researches could dis- 
cover. 

In 1239 the King Saint Lains had publicly burnt am 
extraordinary number of these volumes. 


The regulations of the Emperor Justia concerning 
the Jews and their books refer, according to Baronius 
and all the other writers, only to the T'almudical books. 

Again last year 1628, Monsignor the Nuncio, who is 
at the court of Poland, having learned that the Jews 
had printed at Lublin a large number of Talmudical 
books, complained of it to the king and the other state 
officers, with the view of not only effecting the sup- 
pression of these books but also the punishment of the 
Jews, which, it is supposed, has now already been car- 
ried out in consequence of the excellent intentions which 
the Nuncio observed both in the king and his officers. 


Now, since there reigns an emperor distinguished for 
piety and zeal, it may be hoped that far from confin- 
ing himself to the example of so many princes, his an- 
cestors, he will, for the immense benefit and advantage 
of all Christendom, thoroughly exterminate the roots 
of the evil so that it shall not be able to yield any more. 
petnicious fruit in either any of the hereditary states 
or the empire in general. . 

There are, however, some who, like Peter Galatino, 
dare aver that the Talmud is a useful book, and that it 
would be expedient to translate it into Latin and to read 
it to the children in Christian schools, quoting, in sup- 
port of his opinion, the authority of Clement V,, who in 
the council of Vienna, enacted that in the said schools 
there should be teachers skilful in the Hebrew and 
Chaldean tongues, that they should translate into Latin 
the Jewish books, and that they should teach their 
language. From this the said Galatino coneluded that 
this enactment could not refer to Holy Writ, as this had 
been many times translated from Hebrew into Latin, 
but that it must necessarily apply to the Talmudical 
books which have not yet been translated into Latin. 
Now should anybody dare make such an assertion he 
must be answered that the canon of Clement only speaks 
of the first rudiments and the elementary lessons of the 
Hebrew and Chaldean languages, which should much 
rather be learned from Jews who have written gramma- 
tical works and Hebrew and Chaldean digtionaries than 
from:those who have collected the Talmudical books, 
in which there is found a large number of impieties and 
blasphemies. Nor should any ear be given to those 
who propose the expurgation of these books, seeing 
that these are only as many tricks on the part of the 
Jews, which were well known to Clemert VIII, who, 
for this reason, had the clause added that these books 
must not be read even under the pretext that they were 
expurgated or being expurgated. In consequence of 
experiments made in this respect the conclusion has been 
arrived at that these books are absolutely past all cor- 
rection, so full are they throughout of errors and the 
most pernicious falsehoods, 
inquiry of the Holy Father, the Bishop of Cracow, been 
answered in reference to the Talmud which the Jews of 
that city had printed, and for which they solicited the 


permission of the Holy See, stating that it had been cor- - 


rected, and quoting the authority of Galatino. I must 
add, for the information of your Eminence, that ex peri- 
ence has proved that these volumes, so often condemned 
and, as it were, annihilated, are generally put again in 
circulation by the avarice of the ministers of kings, who 
sell the license of editing and reprinting them, the Jews 
shrinking from no sacrifice which could procure them 
this permission. For this reason these books abound 
exceedingly in Asia and Africa, where they create very 
great obstacles to the conversion of the peoples, as well 
as in Greece, and also in a large number of cities 
in Germany, fomenting schism in the former and giving 
rise in the latter to a monstrous mixture, old and new, 
of heresies, as has been done with so much success, as 
your Eminence writes by the Ingabattuti and Ebionites 
in Transylvania and the Saduceans in Livonia. Surely 
if these ministers had more at heart the conservation of 
the Christian religion and the temporal and political 
support of the persons and dominions of their princes, or 
their personal interest, they would, undoubtedly, not be 
so favourably disposed to this perfidious nation, espe- 
cially when the Talmudical books are in question. In- 
deed among other and innumerable imprecations and 
execrations, which these books enjoin on the Jews 
against the Christians is especially found the following, 
which your Eminence, with your great wisdom, wil! 
know, an opportanity serving, how to bring under 


notice, viz,: ‘That every Jew is bonnd, three times — 


a day, to utter blasphemies against the Christian nation, 
and to pray to God to confound and exterminate them, 
with their princes and kings, which is especially to be 
observed by the priests in their synagogue, in hatred te 

Jesus the Nazarene.
